The Mc 
Culloch was with the American fleet 
when Dewey steamed into Manilla 
harbor to engage the Spanish ships 
The triuwph of Dewey will rank with 
the mest remarkable achievements in 
naval warfare. Seven American ships 
were in tha conflict, making a total of 
eighteen ships engaged. The American 
ships were subjected also to the fire of 
the shore batteries for several hours, 
and yet lost no men. The defeat of the 
Spanish force was overwhelming.”

A New Process for Preserving Milk Inac 
finitely. 

Considering the wide and extended 
use of condensed milk products, the 
| new method of manufacturing it by a 
| freezing instead of a heating process, 
‘as carried out at Cattaraugus, N. Y.,is 
j important and interesting. The first 
treatment consists in placing the milk 
‘in a vacuum chamber to rid it of ani- 
mal gases and atmospheric air dissolv- 
ed in the miik, which appears at the 
and thus escapes.
